Romulus officials and resi¬ 
dents expressed anger and con¬ 
cern about the recent 
Northwest Airline mechanics 
and cleaners unions strike at 
the city council meeting 
Monday night 

Members of the Aircraft 
Mechanics Fraternal 
Organization (AMFA) picketed 
the airlines five days ago 
because of cost cutting mea¬ 
sures and wage reductions the 
airlines asked union members 
to accept 

While union members pon¬ 
der the potential loss of their 
jobs and the airlines face a loss 
in revenue, city officials say 
they are first and foremost con¬ 
cerned about the welfare of the 
residents who work for 
Northwest - the second-largest 
employer behind General 


Motors in the city - and the 
overall effect a prolonged work 
stoppage could have on the city. 

“We have estimates that indi¬ 
cate about 300 families live in 
Romulus that could be involved 
in this strike,” said Councilman 
William Wadsworth. 
“Northwest Airlines stood 
before us several years ago and 
said that this could be a wind¬ 
fall of jobs for this community. 
Now we have a situation where 
they want to eliminate a num¬ 
ber of those jobs, and give some 
of them to workers from 
Montana and Idaho and 
California, and what is that 
going to do to these workers?” 

Added Councilwoman 
Debbie Romaic “Northwest has 
eliminated the number of jobs 
already,” she said. ‘As you drive 
around the city, you see an num¬ 
ber of homes that are up for 
sale, and you have to wonder if 
the people that once worked for 


the airlines are leaving the com¬ 
munity.” 

Northwest has hired replace¬ 
ment mechanics from outside 
companies - some of whom 
worked for other airlines, while 
others were trained by 
Northwest to do the work of the 
mechanics. The company wants 
to reduce the cost of maintain¬ 
ing the fleet by $176 million. 
Wage concessions of 25 percent 
were also under consideration. 
The airline is currently losing 
$4 million per day. 

Northwest spokesman Kurt 
Ebonhoch said the labor negoti¬ 
ations process started two years 
ago, and that the airline is in a 
difficult position, especially in 
Romulus. 

“Most of the people that are 
flying into Detroit are on their 
way to somewhere else, and 
there are several low-cost carri¬ 
ers at Metro that we are expect¬ 
ed to compete with,” he said. 


“We told them we needed a cer¬ 
tain number of concessions — 
$176 million in total. Their last 
plan was $100 millioa We have 
to restructure our maintenance 


plans to match the rest of the 
industry, and 53 percent of air¬ 
lines have outside companies

new system will notify residents 
by placing more than 60,000 
phone calls at one time during 
an emergency, according to 
Mayor Alan Lambert, who 
explained it to council members 
Monday. 

“The calling capability of this 
system is amazing,” he said. “If 
people need to leave their 
homes because something has 
happened, it dials the numbers 


within seconds. Given the fire 
we just had down at EQ, this 
would have been a great tool to 
tell people they needed to evac¬ 
uate.” 

The system will cost an addi¬ 
tional $12,000, but will be well 
worth it, Lambert said. 

‘This has been in process for 
quite a while, not just because of

Romulus residents who might 
have some challenges that pre¬ 
vent them from paying their sum¬ 
mer and winter taxes on time 
will receive a break, as long as 
they fit into some pre-identified 
categories. 

City Treasurer Pamela 
Kersey presented a request on 
behalf of taxpayers that will 
allow them to apply for an exten¬ 
sion under the State of Michigan 
Compiled Law and General 
Property Tax Law. This would 
give approved applicants an 
opportunity to pay their taxes 
without incurring heavy fines 
and interest on the amount they 
owe. 

Qualified homestead taxpay¬ 
ers who fit the following criteria 
may apply for the extension: 

• Those who are 62 years old 
or older, including unmarried 
surviving spouses of a person 
who was 62 years old or older at 
the time his or her death; 

• Paraplegic or quadriplegic 
persons; 

• Eligible armed services per¬ 
sonnel, and eligible veteran or 
their widow or widower; 

• Any blind person; 

• Any totally and permanently 
disabled person; 

• Any person who fits into the 
aforementioned categories 
whose income does not exceed 
$35,000 per year 


“This is actually coming from 
the state,” she said. “This helps a 
lot because it helps people who 
can’t pay for their summer and 
winter taxes, which really takes 
the heat off of them.” 

The deferment would be valid 
until Eeb. 28, 2006, Kersey said. If 
taxes are not paid in full before 
that deadline, fines and interest 
would begin to accumulate. 

The measure was presented by 
Kersey to Romulus City Council 
members Monday, and they unan¬ 
imously approved the plaa 
Kersey said sluggish tax pay¬ 
ment have not been a huge prob¬ 
lem for the city. But she also said 
she has noticed that some bills are 
being paid a little late - probably 
because of the soft economy. 

“I do think there has been an 
increase in unpaid taxes recent¬ 
ly,” she said. “But often times the 
same people will come in and 
apply for the extension just in 
case they are not able to pay their 
bill in full by the deadline.” 

Kersey said that about 150 resi¬ 
dents apply for the assistance out 
of about 8,500 taxpayers. 

Applications for the deferment 
are available at the city treasur¬ 
er’s office on the ground level of 
city hall, at 11111 Wayne Road. 
Applications must be filed in the 
treasurer’s office no later than 
Sept 30. The applications will be 
approved on the spot

“I heard about it within min¬ 
utes of the fire and thought it 
sounds like a large event and if 
there’s anything we can do to 
help our neighbors, we certainly 
will do it” said Al Smolen, fire 
chief of Van Buren Township. “I 
didn’t do anything that Chief 
Allison wouldn’t have done for 
Van Buren Township citizens. 
We offered all services in any 
way fit to help out” 

Smolen, who was at the 
emergency command post as 
the incident was happening,

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Detroit water department spending challenged

A recent radio system purchase by the 
Detroit Water and Sewer Department 
(DWSD) that will service the Detroit 
police and fire departments as well as 
water workers, is leaving area officials 
asking: How does this affect our commu¬ 
nity? 

The answer could be increased water 
and sewer rates. 

Belleville Police Chief Gene Taylor, 
who said he was speaking more as a con¬ 
sumer than a member of the police 
department, wants to know if the water 
consumption though the DWSD is paying 
for the emergency radio purchase. 


“I’m asking this because we are pay¬ 
ing extra and it affects us all,” he said. 
“Why should we be paying for the City of 
Detroit radio system? If they are raising 
our water rates then why should we have 
to pay for another community’s 
upgrades?” 

Recently, residents and business own¬ 
ers in Belleville received a 21.3 percent 
increase in water rates, which was the 
second highest increase out of the 125 
communities serviced by the DWSD. 
Surrounding communities, such as Van 
Buren Township, Romulus and Canton, 
received a smaller rate increase- a com¬ 
bined total of 20.3 percent 

According to DWSD, those increases 
in water and sewage rates are the lowest

want to start their own separate subur¬ 
ban water treatment, but if there is an 
alternative source of water, it’s going to 
have to be purchased water from some¬ 
body and the question will be are the 
costs in line.

When City of Westland officials decide who will provide garbage 
hauling services for residents, they’ll have a strong base of informa¬ 
tion to work from. 

The city council hosted a study session Monday night, where they 
invited any interested firm to come in and give a presentation to 
Westland officials and any residents who cared enough to sit through 
a three-hour question and answer period. Three firms and a handful 
of residents took up the call, including the incumbent waste hauler, 
Painter & Ruthenberg, who probably did the best job in convincing 
city officials. 

That’s a good thing for them, too, because they were arguably 
under the most pressure. Their contract expired at the end of June 
and they’ve been working with the city without one since then. 
Attempts to finalize a temporary agreement that would expire at the 
end of the year have, for one reason or another, been unsuccessful. 
Part of the reason for the presentations, in fact was the complaints 
that some residents raised about the current service. 

The city is taking the right approach to the problem, allowing the 
companies to talk to anyone who wants to listea They’re asking the 
right questions about the future, too, such as guaranteed service, the 
cost and feasibility of curbside recycling, and more. 

They didn’t make a decision Monday night, nor were they expected 
to. A subcommittee will evaluate the presentations along with addi¬ 
tional material requested by Mayor Sandra Cicirelli. The decision 
will most likely hinge on price and value. 

It also gives Painter & Ruthenberg a chance to get their ducks in a 
row, so to speak If they eventually lose the contract that they’ve had 
for so long, it won’t be because they didn’t have an opportunity to keep 
it 

Group field trip is good idea 

At 6:30 p.m. tonight members of the Northville Township Board of 
Trustees will take a tour through Northville Community Park 

It’s probably a good idea, for a number of reasons. 

First of all, by their own admission, this ambitious project - which 
will eventually include more than 120 acres off Five Mile and Beck 
roads - isn’t looking too good right now. 

Granted, it’s still a work in progress, but what they’ll find out there 
now are fields under construction that are suffering from a hot sum¬ 
mer and lack of irrigation. Too little rain has caused runoff that erod¬ 
ed shallow ravines in the stone-strewn dirt nearby. The pathway looks 
good and the parking areas are coming along, but again, it’s still a 
work in progress. 

It’s also important for the board to go, as a group, to take a look 
because later on that night they’ll discuss the topic again, as a group. 
One of the issues this time around is some additional landscaping 
required to buffer the project from the adjacent Robert Scott 
Correctional Facility. The trustees looked at a change order for that- 
and other items - last week to the tune of $80,000. 

This is a project that was designed to be the jewel of the communi¬ 
ty A sprawling recreational facility that took into account the needs of 
almost every resident - from scheduled athletic groups to passive 
wanderers who might just want to walk along the paths or sit by a 
pond and while away a pleasant afternoon. There was even a propos¬ 
al, after some discussion, about an off-leash recreation area - that’s a 
dog park, for those not big on jargoa 

This project has gone through so many changes, though, that it’s 
difficult to figure out what was initially proposed, what was changed 
and why. It’s not necessarily the fault of the township government,

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‘Tomato Man’ perishes on vine 


“Dear Resident,” the letter begins. 

“Last week, a class action lawsuit was filed by 
several of your neighbors against EQ Resource 
Recovery for the recent explosion at its chemical 
facility for the damages to their homes and proper¬ 
ties alleged to have been caused by that explo¬ 
sion...” 

It goes on, saying the object of the lawsuit was to 
prevent any future explosions and to compensate 
those negatively impacted by the pollution. I 
received the letter, it said, because of the proximity 
of my home to the plant and yes, it’s true, I was an 
evacuee. But a litigant? I’m not so sure. 

It closes with the statement: “If you are repre¬ 
sented by another attorney regarding the explosion, 
please disregard this letter,” implying that everyone 
in Wayne wants to sue for one reason or another. 

I knew the letter was coming. I had half expect¬ 
ed a door-to-door solicitation from some law firm or 
another. I’d answer the knock and see some smart¬ 
ly-dressed attorney with a surgical mask over the 
bottom half of his face, handing out business cards. 

I knew the lawsuits were out there, too. Like 
many other people, I’d seen crowds of residents 
gathering at picnic pavilions in nearby parks, while 


attorneys talked in front of 
them. 

I even talked to one of the 
attorneys heading up one batch of lawsuits. 

“Does it hurt your case at all,” I asked her, “filing 
the suit before the fire was even out? I mean, don’t 
you need a few more answers before you take that 
step?” 

The answer I received, that it didn’t hurt 
because there were a lot of questions out there, a 
lot of concerns, didn’t quite satisfy me. I know there 
are questions and concerns out there. But I can’t 
see how the quickest way to get them solved was to 
file a lawsuit; I’ve never known any process that 
accelerated once lawyers were involved. 

Officials here in the City of Wayne knew there 
would be a lot of questions, too. They were pre¬ 
pared for it at their last city,council meeting. 
Perhaps they saw the same crowded images on 
television and expected the same type of crowd 
there, so they moved the meeting to the Wayne 
Community Center, brought in a few people who 
otherwise wouldn’t be there, to answer questions

Amazingly, they went to church 
on Saturday, which always per¬ 
turbed me because it interfered with our play. 

Of course, Kenny and Dick didn’t go to church, 
they went to synagogue on a Saturday. I realty didn’t 
become conscious that they were Jewish until I was 
an adult Great isn’t it, that kind of stuff just didn’t 
matter? 

Too bad life isn’t that way today. Too bad people 
today put so much emphasis on religion and race. 

It just didn’t matter in those days if you were 
Irish or German, Jewish or Catholic (even though 
only Catholics would go to heaven). We were com¬ 
munity, a neighborhood an extended family. We 
fought, we played, we protected each other 

I remember once when I was 4 or 5 years-old, I 
called Butterball’s mother a bastard—then said a 
quick (but not quick enough) prayer 

Mrs. Appel was in her backyard hanging 
clothes—it was called doing the wash in those 
days— and she yelled across two yards to my moth¬ 
er who was in our backyard. 

Mom reacted and whacked me across the behind

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it's a guy thing 

What was the last good “guy” movie? Probably Old School. Well, the summer of 
2005 has produced two instant guy movies: Wedding Crashers, and The 40Year-Old 
Virgin. 

The film stars Steve Carell ( Bruce Almighty, Anchorman: The Legend of Ron 
Burgundy ) as 40-year-old Andy Stitzer, and, as the title suggests, he hasn’t had 
much luck with the ladies. 

Oddly enough, this isn’t a big deal to Andy, the nice guy who has given up on all 
things involving romantic love or sexual gratification. After some failed attempts, he 
assumes love just isn’t in the cards for him. He’s accepted that and adjusts his life 
accordingly: he collects action figures, plays video games, and spends his Thursday 
nights watching Survivor with his senior citizen neighbors—who even see that Stitzer 
needs some “actioa” 

Andy, who works at a Circuit City knockoff, leads a dull life, that is until his co-work¬ 
ers find out about his situation. 

David (Paul Rudd), Jay (Romany Malco), and Cal (Seth Rogen) find out his little secret 
and make it their mission to have Andy learn the carnal arts. Each has a different way of 
trying to help Andy in his quest David gives Andy enough adult material to fill a 
Blockbuster Video and encourages him in the ways of love. Jay is a gigolo who tries to 
teach Andy how to be a ruthless sex hound, and Cal has his own manner oftry¬ 
ing to teach Andy the ins and outs of dating 

After plenty of humiliation on Andy’s part, two suitable candi¬ 
dates come around: Beth (Elizabeth Banks) and Trish (Catherine 
Keener). Trish is the owner of a local shop, and is the type Andy 
should be going after. She is thoughtful, intelligent and settled 
down. Beth is the “wild child.” Andy’s burgeoning relationship 
,\yith Trish is interrupted by his insecurities about himself. 
Sealing this deal,” which he seems to be almost forced into, 
as two different contexts. He wants to know the touch of a 
woman but he wants it on his terms, not everyone else’s. 
That seems to be the main plot of the film, as Stitzer is try¬ 
ing to come out of his shell and become a more complete 
person. 

The guy element of the film comes from the coarse 
language and situations Andy and his cohorts are put in.

The character doesn’t revolve around 
being a virgin; he’s just a nice guy who’s been unlucky and has 
given up on finding that sort of satisfaction with a womaa 
His character also changes throughout the movie, as the 
closer he gets to being a fully rounded person (and outside of 
being a guy who feels obligated to be alone) he becomes a 
fuller, better person in his job and to the world around him.

I was talking to my friend Dawn the 
other day, who works as a counselor at one 
of those infamous “weight-loss guaran¬ 
teed” places. She told me about his 
recipe. After testing it, I was convinced. It 
truly exemplifies perfection from the 
oven. It works out perfectly, because I 
appease my muffin craving while 


enjoying a high-fiber and low-calorie treat 

Though low in calories, the flavor is def¬ 
initely not shortchanged. Whether or not 
you’re trying to lose weight, this muffin 
will be a great snack or dessert and easy to 
make. 

For those keeping track, this recipe 
makes a muffin with 3 grams of fiber and 
.05 gram of fat It’s also one point on the 
Weight Watchers Point scale. 

Dawn’s Perfect Muffins 

3 cups whole wheat flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons cinnamon 

2 eggs 

2 ripe bananas 

1 8-ounce can of crushed pineapple (drained) 

1 cup ground carrots 

1 cup blueberries 


Sift together the flour, baking powder, 
soda, salt and cinnamon. Beat in 2 eggs. 
Finely chop or send the bananas, pineap¬ 
ple and carrots through a food processor. 
Mix with other ingredients on a low setting 
of the mixer for 30 seconds. Then mix on a 
medium settinguntil smooth. Fold in blue¬ 
berries. Bake at 350 degrees for 20-30 min¬ 
utes. Recipe makes 21 muffins.

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It’s the annual Wheelfest weekend in Wayne

Expect a little thunder when the annu¬ 
al Wayne Wheelfest comes to town this 
weekend. 

The annual celebration of the automo¬ 
tive heritage of the City of Wayne starts up 
tonight at Goudy Park and continues 
throughout the weekend. It features a 
wide variety of entertainment for the fami¬ 
ly, including a number of events centered 
around classic and muscle cars. 

“It’s going to have more of an automo¬ 
tive focus,” said Hal Hultman, a member 
of the Festival Commission. 

The event gets under way at 6 p.m. 
tonight, with the presentation of the 
Diamond of the Community Award. 

The first of several tribute artists taking 
the state at 6:30. Dennis Charles will per¬ 
form several Roy Orbison favorites. 
Beginning at about 7:15 tonight, Stayin 
Alive, a tribute to The Bee Gees will take 
the stage, along with special guest Solitary 
Man, a tribute to Neil Diamond. 


There will be children’s carnival with 
rides throughout the event, with special 
discounts all weekend long, according to 
Jeff Rutter, assistant parks and recreation 
director for the City of Wayne. 

FYom 6-10 p.m. tonight and from noon 
to 6 p.m. on Saturday children will be able 
to ride all the rides they want for $10. For 
$13 on Sunday, they’ll be able to ride all 
the rides from noon to 9 p.m., when the 
festival closes. 

Friday night entertainment includes 
the annual Wheelfest parade, which starts 
at the First Baptist Church of Wayne, trav¬ 
els east along Glenwood to Wayne Road 
south to Sims Avenue. The Wayne Police 
Department will operate the Vegas Tent in 
the parking lot of the Wayne Senior 
Activity Center and tribute bands will 
salute Stevie Ray Vaughn and ZZ Top. 

Saturday, the wheels take the spotlight, 
beginning with the Jack Demmer Classic 
Car Show, which honors the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of the Fbrd Thunderbird. Those and 
other classics will be on display on Second 
Street, beginning with a 9 am. registration. 


Judging will take place from noon to 1 p.m. 
and awards will be handed out at 1:30 p.m. 

A new part of the event this year will be 
the Biker Bob’s Motown Hog Show, which 
takes place from 3-6 p.m., according to 
Rutter. He said dozens of motorcycle 
enthusiasts are expected for the show 

“We’ve had car shows at the festival 
over the years, but with all the motorcycle 
shows on television, we approached them 
to see if they’d be interested,” he said. The 
event is sponsored by Biker Bob’s Harley 
Davidson of Taylor. Biker Bob and 
Motown H.O.G. will be on hand, too. 

The Wheelfest Cruise starts up later 
that night, at about 8 p.m. at Metro Mall 
parking lot The Festival Commission is 
working with the Chevelle Club of 
Michigan for the event which serves as a 
preview for the Classic Car show that 
takes place on Sunday, Rutter said. 

“This town really likes that kind of 
thing,” he said. 

Other tribute bands throughout the 
weekend will mimic the hits of well- 
known performers like John Mellencamp, 


Bruce Springsteen, Patsy Cline, Barry 
White and Tim McGraw. 

“We’re bringing in the best tribute 
bands from across the country,” Rutter 
said. “They’re the most realistic. It gives 
you different styles of music.” 

There are plenty of other events going 
on, as well, from the Pet Contest at 2 p.m. 
on Saturday, to the Junior Prince and 
Princess contest, which generates money 
for the Wayne-Westland Junior Miss 
Scholarship Program, a free magic show 
at 1 p.m. on Sunday at the Wayne Senior 
Activity Center, and more. 

“We’ve made it a community festival,” 
Rutter said. “We want to bring in the 
whole community.” 

The Wayne Wheelfest is planned by the 
Festival Commission every year, he said. 
They meet on the fourth Tuesday of every 
month to organize the event The commit¬ 
tee this year includes Hultman, Chris 
DeGuisti, Bill Copland, Nancy Lambert, 
Ken Raub, Rick Turk and Karen Cahill. 

“It’s all them,” Rutter said. ‘They put 
this together. It’s a good group.”

Inkster’s first-year head foot¬ 
ball coach and athletic director 
Greg Carter has said in the past 
that he wants to get the Inkster 
community excited about foot¬ 
ball. 

Now he’ll finally have his 
chance. 

The preseason is just almost 
over for the Vikings and the play¬ 
ers are geared up for their open¬ 
ing match-up against neighboring 
rivals Dearborn Heights 
Robichaud tomorrow at the 
Bulldogs’ place 

Carter said he’s even getting 
wrapped up in the hype. 

“The kids keep telling me how 
important this rivalry game is to 
them,” Carter said. “Usually I 
don’t get excited about opening 
games, but the kids are so excited 
that I’m starting to get excited, 
too.” 

Carter hopes that he and the 
rest of the coaching crew he 
brought with him from the 
recently closed Detroit SL Martin 
DePorres High School can 
improve upon the team’s one-win 
season last year and no-win sea¬ 
son the prior year. 

It shouldn’t be too hard. The 
Vikings have only had one home- 
field advantage contest in the last 


two years—it just so happens to 
be the only game they won last 
year 

This year they will have four 
games on their home turf, includ¬ 
ing Ypsilanti (4 p.m., Sept. 1), 
Annapolis (1 p.m., Sept. 17), 
Robichaud (1 p.m., Oct. 1) and 
Romulus (1 p.m., Oct 21). 

Along with the coaches, some 
of the athletes made the trip from 
the defunct DePorres school to 
play with a coach that has won 
four state championships and 
one state runner up title. 

So far there’s been no prob¬ 
lem with integrating the former 
DePorress students and return¬ 
ing Inkster athletes, either. 

“The Inkster kids have wel¬ 
comed the other players with 
open arms,” Carter said. 
“Everyone is getting along good.” 

Two of the players returning 
from last year’s Inkster team are 
seniors Demarko Williams and 
Rico McCoy McCoy will play run¬ 
ning back and defensive back; 
Williams will be a defensive back 
and a wide receiver 

They’re both excited about the 
new program. 

“I feel good because (this) pro¬ 
gram is better,” Williams said. 
“We can go undefeated this year.” 

He said that an undefeated 
record is a realistic goal because 
that’s the attitude that Carter and 


the former DePorres players 
bring with them. 

Carter also brings solid coach¬ 
ing with him. 

“He coaches better technique 
and teaches the game better,” 
McCoy said. ‘We have a lot of bet¬ 
ter players, too. He also put us in 
the weight room—we didn’t have 
one last year.” 

“The players (from DePorres) 
bring a winning instinct like they 
know they’re going to win,” 
Williams added. 

‘We had a losing mentality last 
year because we had a bad 
record,” McCoy said. “We have 
that winning mentality and we 
haven’t even played the game yet 
That’s what I like about it Coach 
Carter is about to put Inkster on 
the map this year” 

They both agreed that if they 
could go undefeated and make it 
to the playoffs they would be 
happy but, more importantly, 
they feel that they would have a 
better opportunity to go to col¬ 
lege. 

Williams and McCoy will get 
coaching from former Inkster 
running back star Luscious 
Hawkins, who went off and 
became a star defensive player at 
Grand Valley State University. 

Other players to have solidi¬ 
fied roles on the improved team 
midway through the second week 


of practice are Antonio Chestnut 
at tight end and defensive end, 
and Troy Robinson as a running 
back. Anchoring the line, offen¬ 
sive and defensive, will be senior 
tackles Marquell Reddick and 
Ryan Bivings. 

“I’m excited to get things 
going,” Carter said. ‘Tm excited 


to be a part of this community. 

“The kids are working hard 
and are very receptive to instruc¬ 
tion,” he added. “We have high 
expectations and are expecting a 
good season. We want the pro¬ 
gram to be of a championship 
level and we don’t want to take a 
long time to do it”

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John Glenn Rockets aim to recapture city championships

About two days after John 
Glenn’s new artificial turf foot¬ 
ball field was completed, some¬ 
body tested the resilience of the 
new surface when they vandal¬ 
ized it with spray paint 

Before the varsity team hit 
the practice field the next 
morning, though, the ground 
crew had cleaned up the graffi¬ 
ti. Now the new field is ready to 
go for the opening kick-off 
tomorrow night 

Much like the turf, the 
Rockets hope to show that same 
resilience this season. It could 
be a tough year with a lot of 
youth on a team that lost 30-odd 


players to graduation last year. 
Seniors Greg Copeland, a defen¬ 
sive and offensive tackle, and 
Brandon Pratt at defensive 
back and running back are the 
only two players returning that 
have had significant playing 
time, according to Head Coach 
Tbdd Deluca 

Deluca admitted that after 
the first week of practice he did¬ 
n’t feel that the players were 
ready to play a game yet 

‘The players haven’t bought 
into what we’re doing yet,” he 
said after the first five days of 
practice. “But they’re working 
hard.” 

The linebacker situation will 
be the strength on the defensive 
side of the ball. Ray Preciado 


and Derek Palac on the inside 
positions and Jerry Smith and 
Lamar Keith on the outside 
should be solid core, according 
to Deluca 

Other offensive players will 
include Justin Shay on the line, 
Shawn Murphy at center and 
Frank Tbarmina at tackle. 

The rest of the offense was 
up in the air after the first week, 
however. 

The wide out positions were 
still a question mark and two 
juniors, Justin Reid and Matt 
Damron, were battling for the 
quarterback spot 

One of them will try to fill the 
athletic shoes of Vinnie Deluca, 
who’s now at Gannon 
University in Erie, Pena 


“What we’re trying to do is to 
be better on defense than last 
year and better in the kicking 
game,” Coach Deluca said. “We 
would like to be able to control 
the ball better. We started fast 
with big play offense. We have 
to be able to grind it out” 

In his first year as head 
coach, DeLuca led the Rockets 
to a 6-4 season and a trip to the 
playoffs, where they fell to 
Taylor Truman. This season the 
Rockets still have to battle their 
way through the competitive 
Western Lakes conference 
against teams like Northville, 
Salem, Stevenson and, of 
course, neighboring rivals 
Wayne Memorial. 

“It’s always a competitive 


conference,” Deluca said. “The 
kids have worked real hard in 
the offseason. They’re excited 
and I’m excited.” 

Although the playoffs are' 
always a goal, Deluca said he is 
looking forward to recapturing 
the city championship played 
between Westland and Wayne 
every year as the season finale. 
Last year, they lost the crown 
that they have held onto since 
about 1995. 

“I cannot express how impor¬ 
tant that football game is,” he 
said. “It’s a special game—huge 
game.” 

The Rockets kick off the sea¬ 
son and home opener at 7 p.m. 
tomorrow against the Belleville 
Tigers.

Zebra football hope to improve 3-6 record

“In 22 years of coaching I’ve 
never been a part of a losing sea¬ 
son,” said Craig Hnatuk, head 
coach of the Wayne Zebras foot¬ 
ball team. “I’m not used to it and 
Tm not going to get used to it” 

After suffering through a 3-6 
season last year, that’s the attitude 
Hnatuk started the preseason 
with and ultimately the regular 
season—his third as the head 
coach of the Wayne Memorial 
Zebras. 

Last season wasn’t all for noth¬ 
ing; things turned around toward 
the end of it The Zebras finished 
up with two consecutive victories 
- the final one came against 
cross-town rivals John Glenn. It 
was the first time in about 10 
years the Zebras won the City 
Championship. 

“Winning at their place and in 
the style that we won it in is some- 
thing that I’ll never forget,” 
Hnatuk said. 

Wayne graduated nearly 20 
players from last year, which 
means Hnatuk will have some 
holes to fill He’ll have help from 
some new coaches this year, 
though. He hired brothers Steve 
and Jim Waller from John Glenn. 
Steve was the junior varsity coach 
for Glenn and Jim was the varsity 


defensive coordinator. Both are 
highly qualified, earning their 
time under legendary Glenn 
Coach Chuck (fordon. Even better, 
Hnatuk had worked with both of 
them previously. 

“They know how I want things 
done,” he said. “It makes it easier 
on me.” 

He shored up the sideline crew 
and is diligently working on figur¬ 
ing out his on-field arsenal. He 
said that he has enough returning 
players to offer a good mix of 
experience and youth. 

The backfield should be solid 
with Blain Simmons and Andrew 
Crushon returning to carry the 
majority of the load. 

He said he has high expecta¬ 
tions for Dan Miller at tight end, 
Ceoso Flores on the o-line, Mike 
Pitts at right tackle and Bill 
Fallows at wide receiver. 

He said there were still a lot of 
offensive positions up for grabs 
after the first 
week of prac¬ 
tice. 

On defense, 
he said all eyes 
should be on 
junior middle 
linebacker 
John Rever¬ 
ence. 

“I like they 
way he plays 


the game,” he said. “He’s old 
school, an ornery son of a gun who 
hits like a Mack truck” 

Brian Bies heads up the nose 
guard position while Josh Bayer 
will play at the other corner. 
Junior defensive end Josh 
Perusse will be back in action, too. 
He started last year but he packed 
on 25 pounds in the offseason to 
solidify the spot, Hnatuk said. 

Crushon will also play at out¬ 
side linebacker, Simmons at comer 
and Fallows at free safety. Flores 
and Pitts will also see time on the 
defensive side 
of the ball.

On defense, the Tigers will have a solid 
line-backing core returning with Green, 
Brandon Tarhanich and Dajuan Roberts. 
Junior lineman Dave Kennedy will also 
help shore up the 
defense. 

There are other 
holes to fill, but 
quarterback is a 
gaping one where 
there were as many 
as four kids vying 
for the position, 
LaPointe said. 

LaPointe said he

to play for University of Iowa and 
was later signed as a free agent 
with the Miami Dolphins in 2004 
and picked up by the Chicago 
Bears earlier this year 

Diddier Mami will also return 
in the backfield as a tailback and 
play strong safety on defense. 

Other impact players include: 
Ryan Fields at tight end; 


Shaddrick Curtis at tackle; and 
Jerrel White at fullback and line¬ 
backer. Junior Joe Siesznowski 
will make the move from guard 
to center this year Kevin Smith, 
one of the few players returning 
as a senior this year, will hold 
down a comer position. 

The quarterback position will 
be young with a sophomore 
Larry Horne at the helm. 
Another youngster Donzell 
Carter, a sophomore, might have 
an opportunity to start at the 
other corner opposite Smith, 
according to Cook. 

Wide receivers Andre Smith 
and Justin Price have also had 
excellent camps, he said.

REGULAR BOARD MEETING MINUTES 
AUGUST 16, 2005 

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:32 p.m. in the Board Room. Present: 
Supervisor King, Treasurer Budd, Clerk Payne, Trustee Herman, Trustee Jahr and 
Trustee Rochowiak. Absent and excused: Trustee Hart. Others in attendance: 
Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Public Safety Director 
Champagne, Planning and Zoning Administrator Pugsley, Recreation and Facilities 
Director Ross, Water and Sewer Director Duha, Executive Assistant Ireland, 
Secretary Cline and an audience of sixty-one (61). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Budd moved, Rochowiak seconded to approve the 
agenda as amended. Add New Business Item #7 “Consider adoption of Resolution 
2005-26, approving a full year Class C Liquor License for O’Charley’s Restaurant.” 
Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Payne moved, Herman seconded to open the public hearing to 
receive public comment on the special land use request by the Elro Corporation to 
develop and construct a Planned Residential Development (PRD) on approximately 
94.58 acres of land, parcel number VI25-83-113-99-0025-703. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated the purpose of this public hearing is to consider 
Bedford Cove a proposed Planned Residential Development (PRD) on 94.58 acres of 
land located on the south side of Huron River Drive west of Elwell Road. The 
Planning Commission recommends the Board grant this special use request. The cri¬ 
teria the Zoning Ordinance sets forth for the Board’s consideration of a PRD applica¬ 
tion are as follows: 1) Concept. This residential subdivision would have interior 
roadways that would connect with nearby residential subdivisions and pedestrian 
walk ways. 2) Benefit. A high quality of housing development similar to nearby sub¬ 
divisions with site amenities such as pedestrian walkways, a soccer field, volleyball 
court in a 4.06 acres outdoor recreation area, trail-ways through the 17 acres nature 
preserve/open space and the 200 feet landscape view shed off of Huron River Drive 
address the stated goals and provide recognizable benefit to this development. 3) 
Size. The site size is 94.58 acres and the proposed development is for 201 single¬ 
family residential lots. 4) Public services. The Township engineer has confirmed 
there are adequate available public services. 5) Master plan. The proposed develop¬ 
ment complies with the Township’s Future Land Use Plan. 6) Economic impact. The 
proposed development will serve the housing needs of the Township. Director Kelley 
further stated the significant attributes of this PRD are as follows: 1) The project pro¬ 
poses a strong landscaping impact. As well as the 17 acre a nature preserve and the 
4.06 open space recreational area. 2) Preserved common areas of the site would be 
29.38 acres (32 percent of the development) and used as nature preserve, open 
space/recreation area, wetlands, and treed view sheds throughout the development. 3) 
A 10 foot wide asphalt bicycle/walking path proposed within the Huron River Drive 
right of way per the Township’s Greenway Master Plan. 4) The proposed residential 
dwellings are all detached. 5) The public road right of way connections to Huron 
River Drive and Elwell Road. 6) The continuation of the landscape and development 
pattern currently approved and under development to the west of the proposed site, 
specifically the road and pedestrian layout, preservation and creation of significant 
landscaped areas and large pedestrian friendly open spaces. On February 9, 2005 the 
Planning Commission held a public hearing with considerable public comment, 
specifically neighboring property owners regarding the connection of a public street 
in the Briarwood Estates Subdivision to the proposed Bedford Cove.. On June 8, 2005 
the Planning Commission heard this item again for action/recommendation. The four 
Bedford Cove lots to be constructed at the end of a dead end street in Briarwood 
Estates Subdivision, the Planning Consultant reviewed with the Planning Commission 
that development standards applicable to these four lots are more restrictive standards 
with respect to minimum size of the home, setback requirements and design. 
Briarwood Estates is zoned R-1B and Bedford Cove is zoned R-1A. The proposed 
Bedford Cove is subject to more restrictive architectural standards such as the dissim¬ 
ilarity rule and the requirement of each house to be 50 percent brick. The public com¬ 
ments at the June 8, 2005 meeting did not speak to the connection of the second pub¬ 
lic road in Briarwood Estates to Bedford Cove. The Townships Zoning Ordinance 
does require these connections to be made whenever possible and practical to 
improve vehicular access and circulation for the motoring public as well as public 
safety personnel. After reviewing copies of the minutes and staff recommendations 
the Board will note the plans have been modified and improved to meet the recom¬ 
mendations of the Planning Commission, particularly the following: five lots have 
been removed from the site plan; the percentage of the open space be increased from 
29 acres to 30 acres; additional water aerators are proposed for the storm water pond; 
further clarification of the garage wall setback; construction of recreational improve¬ 
ments and facilities in the 4.06 acre open space/recreation area; incorporation of 
densely park-grade trees along the west side of the central park; provision of a side¬ 
walk connection across the central park linking the sidewalks along the two sections 
of Nashoba Drive; compliance with the recommendations of the Township traffic 
consultant and incorporation of any road improvements deemed necessary by the traf¬ 
fic study into the PRD agreement prior to final site plan approval being granted; and 
the addition of a note clarifying the proposed phasing of the project. As part of the 
special use requirement the developer, the Elro Corporation is requesting the 
Township approve the following modifications which the Township is allowed to 
grant under the PRD section of the Zoning Ordinance as follows: reduction in the 
minimum setback standards of the Zoning Ordinance, side yard a minimum of five 
feet on one side, both sides must be minimum of fifteen feet when added together; a 
T -turnaround at Chamard Drive; architectural and building drawings to be 
approved by the Planning Commission at a later date when builder is chosen; allow¬ 
ing ranch homes to be a minimum of 1,500 square feet but the average of all homes in 
the development to be no less then 1,800 square feet; reduction in the rear yard set¬ 
back for decks from 35 feet to 25 feet; and approval of the standard to meet the 30 
percent side entry garage requirement by including courtyard entry garages and street 
facing garages setback a minimum of 10 feet from the front wall of the home. 

Director Kelley stated the Township is in receipt of a letter from a resident of 
Briarwood Estates regarding the cul-de-sac area of the proposed development and has 
spoken to the resident and addressed their concerns by the applicant agreeing to put a 
restriction on the first two lots to be ranch style homes and twelve additional pine 
trees. 


Audience members made the following comments. A resident of Briarwood Estates 
inquired about the tree buffer setback zone. The applicant stated the two lots behind 
the resident’s home have been removed from the site plan. A resident inquired about 
the swimming pool that was on the original plans and the safety of the entrance off of 
Huron River Drive? Director Kelley stated the Planning Commission substituted the 
outdoor recreational area which can be used by the public for the swimming pool and 
club house. The PRD document would include a detailed traffic plan recommended 
by the Township’s Traffic Consultant and the Planning Commission would require the 
applicant to update the traffic counts as the project is built. A resident inquired about 
the location of the entrance? Director Kelley stated the entrance is east of Ormond 
Drive. 

Board members made the following comments. Trustee Jahr stated he made his com¬ 
ments during the Work Study Session and would reserve his comments until the item 
is brought up for Board action. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Jahr moved, Budd seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Rochowiak moved, Budd seconded to open the public hearing to receive public com¬ 
ment on the special land use request by Progressive Investments, LLC for outdoor 
storage of automobiles on parcel number VI25-83-047-99-0001-706, zoned M-l 
(Light Industrial) and located on the east side of Haggerty Road between Tyler Road 
and Coca Cola Drive. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated the applicant. Progressive Investments, LLC, is 
requesting to operate an insurance claims center with outdoor storage of automobiles. 
The outdoor storage use requires a special use approval by the Board. The Planning 
Commission recommends the Board grant this special use request. This proposed 
development would receive drivable damaged automobiles. The Progressive Claim 
Center process is to have the customer drop off the damaged automobile at the claim 
center then the claim center handles the estimates for repair and delivers the automo¬ 
bile to the body shop for repair and is returned to the Progressive Claim Center for 
inspection and return to the customer. Progressive will also have rental cars available 
for customers who need them to use while their automobile is being repaired. The 
site is an offfce building with a bay area. The cars will be stored at the rear of the 
building. Supervisor King stated the hours of operations will be from 8:00 a.m. until 
6:00 p.m. Monday through Saturday. The applicant read a brief review about the 
Progressive Insurance Claim Centers services from a magazine article. A resident 
inquired how many rental cars will be at the claim center. The applicant stated there 
is room for twelve rental cars but would be determined on a daily need basis.

Trainers cure problem pets in home

Dogs are considered man’s 
best friend, but at times can be 
unruly companions—always 
barking, constantly jumping up at 
guests or racing to the front door 
to greet visitors. 

These, among other untrained 
behaviors, can be embarrassing 
for owners and even unsafe at 
times for the canine. And no mat¬ 
ter how hard the owner fights the 
behavior or how many treats are 
given to change the conduct they 
sometimes never seem to go 
away. 

Julie Landelius, a 22-year-old 
Dearborn resident, faced several 
of these unfavorable traits with 
her 1-year-old pug-beagle mix, 
conveniently called a puggle, 
named Deci. 

“Sometimes it was just embar¬ 
rassing having company over 
because Deci would always jump 
up at or climb all over the 
guests,” she said. “And when 
ignored she’d bark until she got 
the attention she wanted. 

“My fiance and I thought 
about taking Deci to a pet store 
training class but they were 


never at a good time that we 
could make it—it seemed like 
such a hassle,” she said. “So 
there was never much we could 
do about the behavioral prob¬ 
lems except live with them.” 

That’s where Bruce Headley 
and Sue Westcott come into play. 
They own a Bark Buster fran¬ 
chise that helps people across 
the west metro Detroit, 275-corri¬ 
dor area—Canton Township, 
Plymouth, Northville, Belleville, 
Romulus, Wayne and Westland to 
name a few communities—to rid 
their family pet of troubling 
behaviors.

The session begins with a 15- 
20 minute presentation that 
explains what Bark Busters is 
and the methods used in the 
behavioral modification process.

The owners 
do the training with guidance 
and demonstrations from the 
trainer 

Landelius, with direction from 
Headley, first began by ridding 
Deci of her jumping up at people. 
Deci stopped after one correc- 
tioa 

Then Headley, Westcott and 
Landelius headed outside for 
some leash training. It didn’t go 


quite as smoothly as the previous 
lessons but toward the end Deci, 
who had no prior leash training, 
started to do what was expected 

Landelius feels Deci’s lesson 
was a success. 

“I didn’t believe it was possi¬ 
ble to for them (Bark Busters) to 
fix all of Deci’s problems in less 
than two hours,” she said. “But 
they came right to the house at a 
time that I scheduled and did 
what they promised. I can’t be 
happier with the results.”
